Should Bucks County recrea­ 
tional areas be open to residents 
(rf other counties and localities? 
The citizens’ advisory commit­ 
tee for the proposed Churchville 
Reservoir Park says no and has 
written an emphatic letter to this 
effect to the county commission - 
ers. 
The ll . member committee, 
which was appointed by the coun­ 
ty park board to represent citi­ 
zens in Northampton, Bensalem, 
Wrightstown and Upper and Low­ 
er Southampton Townships, is pro- 
testing county acceptance of fed­ 
eral funds for development of the 
park. 


The county commissioners are 
expected to decide to accept or 
reject the funds next Monday. 
Under the terms of the federal 


government’s urban renewal pro­ 
gram, the county may receive 
1210,000 in federal monies which 
would be earmarked for the ac­ 
quisition of park lands in Bucks 
County. 
The money represents Ik) per 
cent of the cost of the parks. All 
that remains to be done for the 
county to get this money is that 
Ute commissioners sign a contract 
accepting the allocation an* agree- 
ing to the government’s restric­ 
tions that go along with the mon­ 
ey. 
Restriction Objections 


The restrictions are what the 
Churchville committee objects to. 
One paragraph in Ute federal con­ 
tract reads: “The public body 
(in this case, Bucks County) shall 
not restrict the use of the land 
on the basis of race, religion, 
color, national origin or place of 
residence.’' 


The committee has taken offense 
to the requirement concerning 
place of residence of those who 
may use the parks. 
In a letter to the county com­ 
missioners, Lewis W. Hull, chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
committee, 
has 
stated: “Last year we presented 
to you a petition signed by more 
than 1,400 citizens supporting and 
encouraging the park. 
Primary Reason 


“The primary reason for the 
enthusiastic public support of this 
park was the assurance that the 
park would be for the use of 
Bucks County residents only. 


“In the question and answer bul­ 
letin wiheh was distributed at 
that time, the answer to Die first 
question (’Who will be allowed to 
use it?’) stated clearly that the 
use of the area is to be limited 


to Bucks County residents and 
their guests. 


“In the answer to the 
17th 
question (‘How will the proposed 
park affect my taxes?’) it was 
clearly stated that the money for 
this park would come from Bucks 
County citizens> possibly by a 
county levy of up to two mills 
for park purposes. This was un-i 
derstood and accepted by those 
signing the petition.” 


Question, Answer Bulletin 


The letter states that the facts 
listed in the question and an­ 
swer bulletin were cleared with 
the county park board which, the 
letter says, issued a press re­ 
lease to the same effect at about 
the same time.

Revisions in the Democrats’ 
plan, which they claim will eli­ 
minate I Mi mi les of a projected 
two-mill tax increase for 1962, in­ 
clude a drastic reorganization of 
the township police department; 
combining the park and shade 
tree department with the high­ 
way department under p u b l i c 
works, and cuts in the salaries 
of the commissioners and Town­ 
ship Manager Vincent H. Hartley. 


Reorganization of the township 
police department by the Demo­ 
cratic commissioners calls for the 
reduction in rank of two of the 
three lieutenants to sergeants, re­ 
turning one of the five present 
sergeants to patrolman's grade, 
and dropping of four patrolmen. 


"Too Much Top Echelon" 


These moves, which w o u l d 
make up most of the proposed

ty park board applied for the 
federal grant. 
Bucks County was found to be 
eligible for the grant, Mrs. Har­ 
rod said, and now the county 
commissioners have only to accept 
or reject the federal funds. 
Hull’s letter urges the commis­ 
sioners not to accept the federal 
money and expresses “our will­ 
ingness to assume the burden of 
financial support at the county 
level; to provide by whatever 
means available for the acquisi­ 
tion and maintenance of this park 
as a county project.” 
Reduction In Value 
The letter states that the value 
of the park to residents of Bucks 
County would be reduced if it 
were made available to residents 
of Philadelphia and Montgomery 
Counties. 
“The problems of policing and 
maintaining an over-crowded park 
are staggering; not the least of 
which is the cost to this county 
for providing park facilities for 
residents of other counties,” the 
letter continues 
In bringing the letter to public 
attention. Mrs. Karmel said that 
the same restrictions will apply 
to all county parks built with 
federal funds, and she urged all 
other park groups which feel the 
same way as the Churchville com 


Although federal funds for the 
project may be accepted or re­ 
jected within a few days, no de­ 
finite date has been set yet for 
the opening of the park. 
It is known, however, that the 
park will have a total area of 
around 740 acres whose extreme 
boundaries will be Holland Road, 
Bristol Road, Bustleton Pike and 
Lower Holland Road. 
The Philadelphia Suburban Wa­ 
ter Co. currently owns 439 acres 
of the tract, of which 180 acres 
constitute the Churchville Reser­ 
voir. 
The county proposes to buy 
about 300 more acres. A total of 
99 acres has already been con­ 
demned. Eighty-seven acres of 
this total are owned by a real 
estate developer, and 12 belong 
to private individuals. 
Park Facilities 
Facilities at the park will pro­ 
vide for picnicking, boating, fish­ 
ing, and hiking. There will be a 
bridle path for horseback riding 
and a nature preserve with

GOF Chainnan Rapped 
Canby Asks Ziegler 
To Resign Position 


Joseph O. Canby, Middletown to the home which is also subject 
supervisor and chairman of the 
Bucks County Republican Alli­ 
ance, today demanded that Re­ 
publican County Chairman, Fred 
Ziegler, resign his political posi­ 
tion or be removed as chief field 
assessor for the Bucks County 
Board of Assessment. 
Canby leased his demands on an 
investigation of the real estate as­ 
sessment on the home of Edward 
Boyer, chairman of the board of 
county commissioners, at 31 Fal­ 
con Road, Forsythia Gate, Levit­ 
town. The investigation, accord­ 
ing to Canby, showed that al­ 
though Boyer built a swimming 
pool last summer and later re­ 
modeled his garage into a family 
room the tax records show Boyer 
with the same real estate assess­ 
ment as in 1961. 
Canby said the assessment facts 
came to light during the recent 
Boyer zoning violation hearing and 
Canby stated that, “It is quite ap­ 
parent that Fred Ziegler knows of 
the addition of the swimming pool 
and the family room. We can only 
speculate as to why there has 
been no increase in Boyer’s as­ 
sessment.” 
Assessment 
The Boyer assessment for both 
1961 and 1962 is $5,060. on his 
Country Club home in Levittown. 
Estimates of the value of the im­ 
provements would add an addi 
tional $4,000 in market valuation 


to tax. Boyer is also subject to 
back tax on these improvements 
by the Middletown School Board 
if the county assessment office 
issues such information for Act 
544 purposes 
I am not accusing Mr. Ziegler 
of giving his political associate 
special consideration but I do 
point out that Ziegler knew of the 
improvements and nothing has 
been done to put these improve­ 
ments on the tax records," Canby 
said. 
There should be an immediate 
investigation into this matter and 
if Ziegler has been derelict in the 
functions of his position for which 
he is paid $6,700 per year then he 
should be removed from that posi 
tion. 
"Regardless of the outcome of 
such an investigation I feel that 
Ziegler should immediately resign 
his position as county chairman 
because of the powers he holds 
in the county assessment office 
Canby pointed out that he had 
a precedent for asking for the 
resignation because it was only re 
cently that L. John Hutton, who 
is chairman of the Bucks County 
board of assessment and revision 
of taxes resigned as chairman of 
the GOP Century Club which is 
the main money raising group for 
the county Republicans. Hutton re­ 
signed his GOP post because he 
felt that the two positions were 
“incompatible.”
